of the commission. 


The exact figures, as complied? 


from the reports of the stage and 
truck lines, the financial state- 
ments of which are filed with the 
commission, show total passengers 
carried of 29,662,908, and while 
the total tonnage of freight 


‘/nandlea is not completed, it was 


stated that 1,000,000 tons is a con- 
servative estimate. . 

There has been a steady 
crease in the number of persons 

the public automobile to 
satisfy their travel needs and de- 
sires.
